Uncovering  America's  Heritage...  Coin  by  Coin 

1866  Shield  Type  Nickel  Five-Cent  Coin 

As  surely  as  my  name  is  Inspector  Collector,  Spring  will  soon 
turn  into  Summer.  But  my  snooping... I  mean,  inspecting.. .has 
turned  up  another  major  change:  a  coin  changed  from  a  half¬ 
dime  into  a  nickel! 

You  see,  in  the  early  days  of  American  money,  there  was  no 
nickel,  only  a  half-dime.  Actually,  dime  was  spelled  "disme," 
but  pronounced  the  same.  Why  was  it  called  a  disme,  you  ask? 
It's  from  an  old  French  word  based  on  the  Latin  word 
"decimus"  and  means  simply  "a  tenth" — a  good  name  for  a 
tenth  of  a  dollar. 

The  first  American  half-dime,  struck  in  1792,  was  made  of 
silver.  So  the  first  five-cent  coin  wasn't  a  nickel — it  was  a  half¬ 
dime.  And  it  didn't  have  any  nickel  in  it,  the  way  today's 
"nickels"  do.  Not  only  that,  but  the  first  coin  made  with  nickel 
was  a  penny,  and  people  even  called  them  "nickels"  or 
"nicks"!  ...But  even  today's  nickels  are  only  25  percent 
nickel — the  rest  is  copper.  That's  because  nickel  is  so  hard  that 
a  coin  can  break  the  die  that  stamps  it  if  the  coin  has  too  much 
nickel  in  it 

In  1866,  the  Civil  War  had  just  ended  and  many  coins  had 
disappeared  because  people  were  saving  them.  What  a  good 
time  for  Joseph  Wharton  to  show  up  with  his  nickel  mine! 
Nickel  had  been  used  in  pennies  and  three-cent  coins,  but 
Wharton  got  Congress  to  pass  an  Act  that  created  a  new  five- 
cent  coin  out  of  nickel.  Congress  passed  the  Act  in  the  merry 
month  of  May. 

Some  called  the  new  coin  "the  ugliest  of  all  known  coins." 

Even  Wharton,  who  supplied  the  nickel  for  the  coin,  thought 
the  shield  in  the  coin's  design  looked  like  a  tombstone.  But 
people  were  eager  to  get  rid  of  paper  nickels — five-cent  notes 
that  were  used  as  emergency  money  during  the  war. 

They  also  found  the  five-cent  pieces  easier  to  use  than  the  tiny 
little  half-dimes.  Can  you  imagine  a  coin  being  half  the  size  of 
a  dime?  Nickels  could  be  larger  than  half-dimes  because 
copper  and  nickel  aren't  as  expensive  as  silver.  And  that's  why 
nickels  are  bigger  than  dimes  today! 


OBVERSE:  The  new 
nickel's  obverse  displays 
the  Union  shield,  adapted 
from  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
United  States,  with  a  laurel 
wreath  around  it. 


REVERSE:  The  very  first 
Shield  nickels  had  rays 
between  the  stars.  But  the 
rays  were  hard  to  strike  and 
reminded  people  of  the 
Confederate  flag,  so  the 
Mint  soon  did  away  with 
the  rays.

Deposit  these  Fun  Facts  in  your  memory  bank: 

•  "Clipping"  is  not  just  an  offense  in  football...  Before  they 
were  made  by  machines,  coins  weren't  perfectly  round.  They 
also  didn't  have  reeded  (grooved)  edges.  This  made  it  easy  for 
people  to  shave  off  pieces  of  precious  metal.  After  "clipping"  a 
coin  this  way,  people  then  illegally  spent  the  coin  for  its 
original  value.  Some  people  were  even  put  to  death  for  this 
crime  in  17th  century  London. 


•  Five-cent  coins  minted  from  1942-1945  aren't  nickels... 

Why?  Because  they  don't  have  any  nickel  in  them!  During  that 
time,  the  U.S.  Mint  used  a  special  wartime  alloy  instead  - 
copper  (56%),  silver  (35%),  and  manganese  (9%).  That  way  all 
the  saved  nickel  could  be  used  in  the  war  effort. 

•  Rain  or  shine,  you  can  visit  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  That 
wasn't  always  true...  Back  in  1 825,  you  couldn't  visit  when  it 
was  raining.  The  following  is  from  the  official  rules  and 
regulations  that  were  adopted  that  year:  "Visitors  may  be 
admitted  by  permission  of  an  officer  to  see  the  various 
operations  of  the  Mint  on  all  working  days  except  Saturdays 
and  rainy  days." 

•  The  whole  country  makes  money  when  the  Mint  makes 
money...  Why?  The  answer  is  "seigniorage"  -  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  making  a  coin  and  its  face  value.  (For 
example,  it  costs  only  a  few  cents  to  make  a  quarter,  yet  its  face 
value  is  25  cents.)  This  profit  runs  the  Mint  and  puts  extra 
funds  into  the  country's  Treasury  -  funds  then  spent  on 
education,  health  care,  defense,  and  other  services  for  the 
nation. 

•  Nickels,  dimes,  and  quarters  are  pickled  before  they're 
minted...  It  might  sound  strange,  but  the  blanks  used  to  make 
these  coins  really  are  pickled.  They're  not  soaked  in  vinegar, 
though,  like  the  pickled  cucumbers  you  get  on  hamburgers. 
Instead,  these  copper-nickel  blanks  are  soaked  in  a  special 
chemical  solution.  This  "pickling"  washes  and  polishes  the 
blanks. 

•  You  can  hold  a  Ferris  wheel  in  the  palm  of  your  hand... 

How?  It's  easier  than  you  might  think.  So  is  turning  cartwheels 
with  your  fingers.  Both  "Ferris  wheel"  and  "cartwheel"  are 
nicknames  for  silver  dollars! 

•  Honest,  you'd  be  lucky  to  have  a  silly  head!  Here's  why...

Silver  dollars  are 
sometimes  nicknamed 
"Ferris  wheels"  or 
"cartwheels." 


"Silly  Head"  is  the  popular  name  for  a  U.S.  cent  minted  in 
1 839.  The  coin  got  this  nickname  because  most  people  thought 
the  picture  of  Miss  Liberty  on  the  obverse  (front)  looked  silly. 

•  Long  before  the  1999  quarter,  there  was  another  New 
Jersey  coin...  What  was  it?  The  "New  Jersey  Cent."  This 
copper  coin  was  minted  from  1786  to  1788  -  more  than  200 
years  before  the  New  Jersey  Quarter  became  the  third  coin  in 
the  50  State  Quarters  ™  Program. 

•  In  1694,  copper  elephants  lured  people  to  America...  How? 
That  year,  England  minted  "Elephant  Tokens"  -  two  half 
pennies  meant  to  increase  interest  in  the  colonies.  On  the 
reverse  one  penny  said,  "God  Preserve  New  England";  the 
other,  "God  Preserve  Carolina  and  the  Lord  Proprieters." 


Many  people  called 
this 

old  penny  a  "Silly 
Head." 


•  At  one  time,  people  used  ant  noses  to  buy  food  and  clothes 
in  China...  It's  true  -  in  600  B.C.  China,  people  used  ant  noses 
to  buy  food  and  clothes.  "Ant  Nose"  is  one  name  for  the  copper 
money  they  used.  (In  case  you're  wondering,  these  coins  are 
bigger  than  the  name  suggests!) 

•  The  bison  on  the  Buffalo  Nickel  once  roamed  New  York 

City...  Named  Black  Diamond,  this  bison  roamed  "The  Big 
Apple"  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  And  as  far  as  we  know, 
Black  Diamond  never  roamed  outside  of  Central  Park  Zoo  -  his 
New  York  City  home. 


Black  Diamond,  a  real 
bison,  was  the  model 
for  the  Buffalo  Nickel.
